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NEWS OR NOT 


Jen-Sal's Evidence 


In the August 18 issue of the Chicago 
Sun-Times, our own Joe Agrella reported 
on an interview he had had with Joseph 
Morgan. of the Jensen-Salsbery Labor- 
atories. state-side manufacturer of Butazol- 
idin. The following paragraphs are from 
Agrella’s story: 

“Morgan said that during the past six 
months 300 bottles of Butazolidin have 
been sold to veterinarians in the state of 
New York. while 194 bottles have been 
sold in Illinois. In June (the month be- 
fore Illinois okayed the drug) Illinois 
veterinarians purchased 18 bottles and 
those in New York 82 bottles. For July 
the count was: New York 89, Illinois 86. 
... For two other big racing states, Cali- 
fornia and New Jersey. Morgan gave these 
sales figures: New Jersey. 10 bottles in 
May. 7 in June. and 26 in July; Cali- 
fornia, 25 in May, 35 in June. and 45 in 
July. 

“The obvious question is: If Butazol- 
idin is banned in all states except Illinois 
and Kentucky, why haven't the tests on 
winning horses (and others) in those 
other states shown the presence of Buta- 
zolidin and been reported? 


“There are three answers: (1) The 
states aren’t testing for it; (2) theyre not 
testing for it properly; (3) trainers are 
using the drug for workouts.”

Fleet Nasrullah. Warfare. and Linmold. 
plus a newsreel clip from the 1938 Santa 
Anita Handicap victory of Stagehand over 
Seabiscuit. 

Publicity director Fred A. Purner super- 
vised the film, and his assistant, Dick 
Nash, wrote the script.

constituting the first of a series of guest editorials, originally was scheduled for publi- 


cation later in September, but it is presented now, a week before the editor’s departure 


for Europe, as an accommodation to Mr. Miller; the printed statement of his views 
may lighten his task of responding to the hundreds of letters and telephone calls 
which have kept him working overtime for more than 2 months. 


The Reason of the Case 


Let us consider the reason of the case for 
nothing is law that is not reason. . 
—Sir Joun Powe 


In all racing centers, the great debate, 
whether Butazolidin should be permitted 
as a medicament for horses about to race, 
is attracting more attention than Messrs. 
Nixon, Kennedy. Khrushchev, Castro, the 
stock market. and unemployment. 

All racing commissions have now ban- 
ned its use. except Kentucky and Illinois. 
But their rather blithely enacted rule 
seems only to serve as a barricade against 
the impact of reality. “Public confidence 
will be shattered.” say certain race track 
operators, turf writers, and other noted 
guardians of decorum, if other states fol- 
low the July 7 decision of Illinois in allow- 
ing the administration of Butazolidin on 
a supervised basis. They appear to have 
formed firm opinions without learning the 
facts. A surprising amount of misinforma- 
tion has been voiced and published. Scare 
campaigns have been introduced. 

A number of critics of the Illinois ac- 
tion have persuaded themselves they are 
fighting some kind of sinister conspiracy. 
They have shown a disposition to reject 
evidence scientists have confirmed through 
careful study, solely because they prefer 
not to believe it. Butazolidin is “dope,” 
with all the miserable connotations of that 
ugly word, according to some. And, when 
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asked at a recent public hearing to define 
“dope.” a racing chemist of one of our 
great states said: “It is something that 
has come into use; say it is a colloquialism 
in racing circles, but it is a word the 
public uses. when something is found, no 
matter what kind of drug it is. You see 
in the papers, ‘doping case.” The same 
chemist was asked: “Aspirin is a drug. 
Would you class it as ‘dope’?” To which 
he replied: “All dopes are drugs!” But. 
when asked. “Are all drugs dope?,” his 
succulent reply was a mere: “Well, as I 
say, the—.” 

Are the states which have banned the 
use of Butazolidin for horses about to race 
“testing” for the drug in the saliva and 
urine samples? Let the answer be yes. But 
is 100 per cent detection practical? Let 
a respected member of the Association of 
Official Racing Chemists answer: “Labor- 
atory, scientific, and professional consider- 
ations lead to a considered answer of no. 
In addition. there is no useful experiment- 
al data which might answer the further 
question of how much less than 100 per 
cent would such detections be.” , 

In the month of June, 1960, two months 
after Butazolidin had been officially 
banned by the various racing commis- 
sions, a total of 266 units of the drug 
were sold to veterinarians who practice at 
9 racing areas other than Illinois. (A 
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in Illinois 


unit is said to be the equivalent of 24 
doses.) Eighteen such units, in that same 
month, were sold to veterinarians who 
practice at Ilinois tracks. (Illinois, with 
2 flat racing tracks operating simultane- 
ously from April until mid-October, prob- 
ably has more horses in training in that 
period than any other state.) The record 
of the exclusive vendor of the drug for 
veterinary use also reveals that more units 
were sold to the practitioners at 5 Eastern 
racing jurisdictions in July of 1960, when 
the drug was banned, than were sold in 
July of 1959, when the drug was not offi- 
cially and specifically banned. Illinois 
practitioners, even after the drug was 
“legalized.” did not, in July, 1960, buy as 
many units as were sold in a very prom- 
inent Eastern racing state. 


Perhaps at this point mention should 
be made of some other medications widely 
used in the racing world. Why Butazoli- 
din caused an upheaval and other com- 
pounds did not is a bewildering question. 
A group of drugs classed as steroids is 
claimed to be most beneficial as anti-in- 
flammatory agents. There are probably 20 
or more variations of these compounds. 
Vitamins are also widely used. They are 
most dramatic in maintenance of a horse’s 
normal metabelism. Vitamin B, for the 
nervous horse; vitamin C for correcting 
“bleeders”; vitamin D for joint disease; 
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and vitamin B,. aids in the replacement 
of low red blood cells. 

The bacteriostatic compounds and the 
antibiotics cannot be left out as a group 
of drugs useful in correcting lameness 
and “form” of the Thoroughbred. There 
are many low-grade infections that tend 
to poor performance. These can often be 
corrected with compounds that kill the 
infection and hence relieve inflammation. 
Among the antibiotics are penicillin. alba- 
mycin, streptomycin, furadantin. terra- 
mycin, aureomycin. neomycin. chloro- 
mycetin. sulfonamids. There are probably 
several hundred more. 


“The hormones are widely used by our 
profession to correct metabolism prob- 
lems, glandular malfunctions, inappetance. 
and again certain types of lameness. These 
include testosterone. chorionic gonado- 
tropin, and estrogen.” says Dr. M. B. 
Teigland, president-elect of the American 
Association of Equine Practitioners and 
assistant research professor of the School 
of Medicine of the University of Miami. 
Dr. Teigland also says: “Many surgical 
procedures are used daily that will make 
the difference between a horse being un- 
able to run or being of stake calibre if 
that were his ability prior to surgery. 
Why not outlaw correcting any problem 
surgically? Must we announce these cor- 
rections in the Racing Form also?” 

With respect to Butazolidin, Dr. Teig- 
land asserts: (1) It does not aid a horse 
beyond his normal ability; (2) it does not 
desensitize a limb; (3) it contributes 
greatly to the prevention of inflammation 
(as proven post-surgically in horses and 
man); (4) it often will correct soreness 
that 2 years of farm turnout has not cor- 
rected; (5) it is not a panacea for all 
lameness; (6) this compound will enable 
the best horse to prove his ability rather 
than to stand idle in the barn while some 
inferior horse becomes the “best.” 


It is proper to presume that the states 
which have banned the use of Butazolidin 
have most assuredly banned the use of 
all the other compounds just mentioned. 
and a natural implication of such banning 
is that the saliva and urine samples of 
winning horses are analyzed for the pur- 
pose of detecting these many varieties of 
medicine. 

It is an axiom of history that every 
new trend finally defeats itself by for- 
getting its original purpose. The idea of 
the testing program for the sport of 
Thoroughbred racing, which began about 
25 years ago, was to break away from the 
dreadful and contemptible use of nar- 
cotics for horses about to race. This is in 
no way an attack on that program. A rev- 
olution was needed to stop the use of 
narcotics and to cast out of racing the 
kind of people responsible for their use. 
But revolutions have a way of hardening 
into a cold tyranny, as bad in some re- 
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spects as the practices or systems they 
have overthrown. Today we not only pro- 
hibit the use of narcotics, but the majority 
of racing commissions also prohibit the 
administration internally or externally of 
any drug to a horse about to race. And. 
of course. most commissions do not even 
define the word drug, the word stimulant, 
or the word depressant. 

Our chemists can satisfactorily identify 
narcotics. but when, considering the size 
of the individual urine and saliva samples. 
we make broad claims of other types of 
drug detection. we are only deluding our- 
selves. Is it not timely for us to have an 
honest definition of the limits of our 
laboratory testing? 

Is it also not timely to recognize that 
most of the individuals who oppose the 
use of “a drug or medicine on a racing 
animal” are arguing outside their own 
field of competence? It is a topsy-turvy 
situation indeed when a track operator. a 
turf writer, a lawyer. a chemist. a real 
estate broker, a race track steward, and 
a racing commissioner (who is an_ ice 
cream freezer manufacturer profes- 
sion!) lecture on the subject of medicine 
for horses when we have at our beck and 
call some world renowned scientists in 
this special field. 


The authorities to trust on the scientific 
question of treatment and medicine for a 
horse in training are those doctors of vet- 
erinary medicine who are themselves rec- 
ognized by their own profession. They 
know what medicine is proper and what 
is not. We must rest on their evaluations. 
not on those who talk loud or sound good. 

Those who fear a loss of public confi- 
dence in the matter of allowing a licensed 
veterinarian to practice his profession ac- 
cording to the dictates of his education 
and experience seem to cherish appear- 
ance more than reality, the package more 
than the contents. An informed public is 
the only guarantee for the healthy and 
continued acceptance of Thoroughbred 
racing. A sport with uneducated or mis- 
guided patrons will ultimately dig its own 
grave. 
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THE WEEK'S RACING 


Patrice Knew 
Her Horse 


SaratocGa. The Saratoga meeting ended 
the way it started, with Miss Patrice 
Jacobs’ Hail to Reason flashing first 
across the finish line. But there were 
plenty of ups and downs between the big 
brown colt’s victory in the opening day’s 
Sanford Stakes and the closing day’s 
Hopeful. After the Sanford, Hail to Rea- 
son shipped to Monmouth and scored what 
must have been a tremendous victory in 
the Sapling Stakes after being well out 
of the race for the first three-eighths of 
a mile. In the Saratoga Special, 11 days 
later. the son of *Turn-to was well up 
for the first part, then faded to finish out 
of the money. 

In the Hopeful, Hail to Reason turned 
in his most impressive race of the year. 
It made one think back on Whirlaway’s 
victory of 20 years ago. Hail to Reason 
came off the turn in high gear, headed for 
the rail, where the going was fastest, and 
in a quarter-mile left his closest competi- 
tor 10 lengths astern. In second place was 
Frank Sherman’s Bronzerullah, which had 
beaten Hail to Reason more than 7 lengths 
in winning the Special. 

“He was so shin-sore after the Special 
that he wouldn’t let you touch his legs,” 
trainer Hirsch Jacobs reported, “but he’s 
done that before. You just have to fool 
along with him and get the soreness out 
and he comes right around. I lost some 
races with Stymie the same way, but what 
can you do? I don’t want to lose any of 
them. but I’d much rather have them wear 
out than rust away.” 

The Hopeful was Hail to Reason’s 17th 
start and eighth win of the year. Since 
he has run at least once in each of the 
first 8 months of the year, there seems 
to be little danger of rust setting in. And 
there also seems little chance, at present. 
of wearing him out. Jacobs reported after 
the Hopeful. “He came out just fine. 
Shins didn’t bother him a bit. We'll prob- 
ably run in the World’s Playground, and 
then in the Cowdin and Champagne.” 

Hail to Reason ran the 614 furlongs in 
1:16. It was a short but very impressive 
performance. Running with his head high. 
but striding way out. he simply galloped 
away from his 10 opponents in the last 
quarter, leaving them for dead. He clipped 
four-fifths of a second from the old track 
mark, and on the way bettered marks for 
3 intermediary distances. For ex- 
ercise, Hail to Reason picked up $76,602 
of the gross purse of $119,350. 
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It wasn’t until a very foggy day in April 
at Aqueduct that Hail to Reason reached 
the winner’s circle, and in that race no 
one, including jockey Bobby Ussery, ever 
will be able to say what happened. It was 
one of those days that vision was ob- 
scured from the stands and riders were 
left to feel their way around the course. 

The colt had run at Santa Anita Park 
earlier in the year with no success and 
had failed 3 times at Aqueduct. “He was 
always a hard horse to manage, until Pa- 
trice started to baby him toward the end 
of the Santa Anita meeting. Then he start- 
ed to settle down and has been fine ever 
since. His dam, Nothirdchance, was pretty 
much the same way. You always had to 
watch out for her kicking you right up 
to the day we sent her to the farm.” said 
Jacobs after the Hopeful. 

The affections of 22-year-old Patrice 
for the horse world should not go un- 
noticed. The pretty young lady also turned 
her charm on another member of the 
stable, Sister Antoine, and that filly was 
out of the money only twice in 11 starts 
at Aqueduct this spring. 

But her kind words were not enough at 
that stage of Hail to Reason’s career. 
Jacobs recounted, “He shin-sore 
earlier in the year, you remember. Right 
after he broke his maiden Shoemaker rode 
him, and he came back the same way. Not 
right after the race, but almost 2 days 
later. The first day he was fine. The sec- 
ond day, after he’d finished third, you 
couldn’t touch him. So I did the same 
thing, just fooled along with “him and 
gave him time to get out of it.” 

“Fooling along’ meant only 3 weeks. 
Hail to Reason came back with an allow- 
ance win and then his first stakes victory. 
in the Youthful at Aqueduct. He was third 
to Iron Rail over an extremely wet track 


in the Juvenile, and then got off poorly 
to be out of the money in the Tyro at 
Monmouth. Since then, with the excep- 
tion of the Saratoga Special, it’s been 
nothing but success—the Tremont, Great 
American, Sanford. Sapling, and Hopeful. 

While the red-haired Jacobs already had 
become the only man ever to saddle more 
than 3.000 winners, it was hard to remem- 
ber a 2-year-old of the quality of Hail 
to Reason under his tutelage. Asked about 
this. he said, “Well. there was Angelic 
back in °34. She beat the colts and 
was a real good 2-year-old. And Pales- 
tinian won a lot of races at 2, but he was 
shin-sore too. But I guess there weren't 
too many. I guess the one with the most 
promise that I had was Fresh Meadow, 
up until now. 

“T had about 36 2-year-olds this spring 
—35 or 36. I can’t quite remember—but 
there wasn’t anything that I could see 
special about Hail to Reason until he 
started to settle down after Patrice babied 
him. Then he started to come around. I'll 
have about 40 or 50 coming up next year.” 


Good Business 


The 93rd Saratoga meeting was a suc- 
cess for others as well as Jacobs. The 
attendance at America’s oldest track was 
up 2 per cent (from an average of 13,722 
to 14,006) and the handle for the meeting 
established an all-time mark. $25,733,329 
in 24 days. But the real success was not 
in figures but in continuation of the 
Thoroughbred sport’s oldest tradition. 

One trainer put it this way: “I had 4 
horses and won 3 races. but the feed bill 
at home made me a loser on the meeting. 
Hired a local cook and must have been 
feeding half the town, but I never had a 


better time.”

ILLINOIS 
1-to-5 Shot at 8 to 5 


Cuicaco. “He’s a 1-to-5 shot,” said 
trainer LeRoy Jolley, nodding toward T. V. 
Lark in the Arlington Park paddock be- 
fore the 50th running of the American 
Derby. LeRoy was helping his father, 
Moody Jolley, saddle one of the 3 out- 
siders in the race, Mrs. Mary H. Hunter’s 
Salason. 

The crowd of 24,857 didn’t share young 
Jolley’s estimate of T.V. Lark, although 
the California-bred colt had won the Ar- 
lington Classic and later, under 126 
pounds, a mile race in 1:3444. T.V. Lark 
went off at 8 to 5. but in a way young 
Jolley was right. Running the best race 
of his career over his favorite race track, 
the *Indian Hemp colt won by 31% 
lengths. going away. while equaling the 
9-furlong track standard of 1:471, estab- 
lished by Round Table (132) last year. 

T.V. Lark carried 123 pounds, includ- 
ing Johnny Sellers, who had taken the 
mount in the Classic when Bill Harmatz 
asked to be excused in order to ride 
Ralph Lowe’s New Policy. Sellers has 
been riding him ever since. 

New Policy, another California-bred, 
was a solid second choice in the Derby 
at 2.30 to 1. He carried 120 pounds and 
Bill Shoemaker. The colt had lost that 
1:3444 mile to T.V. Lark by a neck, but, 
on the other hand, Sellers had ridden a 
confident race on T.V. Lark, which 
seemed to be playing with his rival in 
the stretch. 

T.V. Lark was 6 lengths off the pace 
after a quarter of a mile in the Derby, 
as New Policy and Cuvier Relic were 
heads apart on the lead, and Grey Eagle 
was in third place. New Policy put Cuvier 


Alfred Vanderbilt’s Good Move (5) took charge of the Spinaway Stakes in the last sixteenth of a mile, then stood off C. V. 
Whitney’s Honey Dear to win by a head. Two lengths farther back was Little Tumbler, less than a length ahead of Shuette. 
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Relic away after 514 furlongs, and near 
the far turn T.V. Lark began his move. 
At the five-sixteenths-pole, T.V. Lark 
tackled the leader. For a furlong New 
Policy stayed in contention, but then T.V. 
Lark flew away. 

Mrs. Mary Keim’s Florida-bred Herosho- 
gala (111). a 7-to-1 risk, loomed danger- 
ously in the upper stretch, but finally set- 
tled for third place, 2 lengths back of 
New Policy. Then came the 5 Kentucky- 
breds in the field of 8— Jacnot Stable’s 
Natego (112), R. W. Wilson’s and Mrs. T. 
P. Hull Jr..s Farm to Market (113), Kerr 
Stables’ Grey Eagle (112), Sidney I. 


Crew’s Cuvier Relic (111), and Salason 
(111). 

Except for the winner, which seemed 
at his peak, it was an ordinary field of 
3-year-olds. Kentucky Derby winner Ve- 
netian Way had not come up to the race 
right, and did not run. “Nothing wrong 
with him,” trainer Vic Sovinski said, “but 
he got bumped a couple of times in the 
Classic, missed some works, and I didn’t 
think he was ready for it.” 

Chase R. McCoy, a little fellow who 
owns T.V. Lark, and Paul Parker, the big 
fellow who trains the strapping colt, were 
understandably nervous, albeit confident, 


T.V. Lark beat New Policy by 32 lengths in the 9-furlong American Derby on 


August 27. His time, 1:47, equaled the track record set by Round Table. 
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before the race. Later on McCoy said: 


“He’s far better now than he’s ever 
been. I’ve never seen such an_even- 
tempered colt in my life. Except for buck- 
ing his shins, there’s never been a thing 
wrong with him. He bucked one shin on 
a Saturday, we ran him on Tuesday, and 
he bucked the other. This was at Santa 
Anita when he was 2, and of course once 
you win a race there you're through, so 
we gave him a breather. He’s as sound 
as a horse could be.” 


McCoy said he planned to run T.V. 
Lark against older horses for the first time 
in the one-mile Washington Park Hand- 
icap on Labor Day. “No, it won’t hurt 
him stepping down to a mile. We paid 
$5,000 to supplement him. Of course, 
there’s the United Nations Handicap, too. 

“He’s never run on the grass, but I 
think he’d make a dandy grass _ horse. 
Last year at Hawthorne, when Paul Miller 
had the colt, I wanted to see what he’d do 
on the grass, and he breezed 5 furlongs 
in :58. If we run in the handicap here, 
then we'll probably ship back to California 
and freshen him up for Santa Anita.” 

Thinking of California, McCoy shook 
his head. “T.V. Lark should never have 
lost the Hollywood Derby. He got into 
all kinds of trouble and got beat only 2 
lengths by Tempestuous.” 

McCoy said he and not Miller had 
picked out T.V. Lark at the Del Mar 
yearling sales. contradicting Miller’s story 
to this writer last summer after the $10,000 
yearling bargain won the Arlington Park 
Futurity. 

“In fact. Miller didn’t want me to buy 
anything at the Del Mar sales.” McCoy 
said. “Paul Parker has done a wonderful 
job with the colt. When I turned over 
the colt to Bill Molter last November he 
told me a month later that by late summer 
he’d be the best 3-year-old in the U. S. 
Paul used to train a few horses. and he 
was later a groom for Molter and Reggie 
Cornell, and they both said he was the 
best groom they ever had. When Bill 
died, I gave Paul a chance with the colt. 
He found out you can’t give him the fast 
works he had as a 2-year-old. He doesn’t 
need much work coming up to a race. 
Paul knows every move the colt makes. 
And Sellers fits him perfectly.” 

McCoy, who has a dredging company 
with world-wide interests, lives in Downey, 
Calif. He owns about a dozen other 
horses besides T.V. Lark. “I lost a fine 
2-year-old prospect in England the other 
day, Red Cardinal. You probably read 
about it in the papers. He won 3 stakes 
out of 4 starts in England. I paid $50,000 
for him. He walked up to the ramp into 
the plane all right, but when they tried 
to put him in the stall he went berserk, 
jumped out of the plane door, and hurt 
himself so badly they had to do away 
with him.”

Roman Dies at 23 


Roman, consistently among the nation’s 
leading sires, died Friday, August 26, at 
L. P. Doherty’s Stallion Station, Lexing- 
ton. He was buried on the farm. An in- 
ternal hemorrhage brought on by a rup- 
ture of the small intestine was given as 
the cause of death. 

Farm manager Harold Snowden said 
that the 23-year-old horse had a full book 
this year, and he estimated that about 
60 per cent of the mares were in foal. In 
consideration of Roman’s age, each mare 
had been limited to 2 covers. 

A husky son of *Sir Gallahad III and 
the Test Stakes winner *Buckup, Roman 
was bred at Elmendorf Farm by the late 
Joseph E. Widener. At 2 he won the 
Lafayette, Bashford Manor, and Hyde 
Park Stakes, and at 3 he took the Chicago 
and Jerome Handicaps and_ Laurel 
Stakes. was second in the Blue Grass 
Stakes and Ritchie Handicap, third in the 
Bay Shore and Capital Handicaps and 
Withers Stakes. At 4 he won the Ameri- 
can Legion and Fleetwing Handicaps 
and under 140 pounds equaled the 6-fur- 
long track record in the Fall Highweight 
Handicap. 

Roman had his first runners in 1945, 
and he was among the 20 leading sires 
from 1947 until 1958, except for one 
year. Through 1959 his 965 year-starters 
had earned a total of $6,309,927, for an 
average-earnings index of 2.34. 

Roman had 48 stakes winners before 
his death. Among the best of them were 
Hasty Road, Queen Hopeful, Romanita, 
I Will, Princess Lygia, Cosmic Missile, 
Provocative, and Roman Patrol. 

In September. 1950, Roman was _ ac- 
quired by Tinkham Veale If and Sam 
Costello through a package purchase of 
about 600 acres of Elmendorf and many 
of the farm’s horses, and in November he 
was syndicated by Doherty, who then 
was manager of the Veale-Costello inter- 
ests. Roman continued at the farm after 
its purchase by Maxwell Gluck until 
1953, when Doherty left Elmendorf to 
open the Stallion Station. 


Martial at $280,000 


Reginald N. Webster has announced 
the syndication of Martial, which won 
this year’s Two Thousand Guineas under 
his colors. The syndicate price for the 40 
shares in the horse was $280.000. Web- 
ster retained 2 shares. and the only other 
American shareholder is Mrs. Parker Poe. 
owner of Shawnee Farm, Harrodsburg. 
Ky. 

Martial will stand at the Shadwell 
Stud. Thetford, Norfolk. Members of the 
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management committee are P. J. Prender- 
gast, Sir John Musker, and Frank More 
O’Ferrall. 

The 3-year-old son of the Kentucky 
Derby winner Hill Gail out of Discipliner, 
by *Court Martial, was bred by Capt. A.

Windfields Farm’s Irish-bred *Stratus now has 
won the only 2 stakes for which he has competed 
here.

William J. Schmidt’s North Shore Farm con- 
signed 5 yearlings to the second annual Illinois 
Breeders’ sale, held at Schmidt’s farm on August 
31, 1959.

For the Buckeye Handicap, Hymient returned to 
Randall Park, where last year he had scored the 
first stakes success of his career. The track had 
been fast for the first 7 races but a sudden down- 
pour made it sloppy for the feature event. Olymar 
stuck it out en the front-end for a half-mile, but 
he did not like the footing. Hymient then took 
command and drew away, winning by 3% lengths. 
Third choice, he paid $9.80. 

Hymient was claimed for $8,500 at Hialeah Park 
on February 26, 1959, by the L-K Stable of W. S.

Los ANGELES. When James Donn Sr. 
returned from a European trip in 1931 
he found a new race track was being 
built on Bird Road in Coral Gables. It 
was to be called Tropical Park. 

Donn. owner of Exotic Gardens, was 
most happy to undertake the job of land- 
scaping the track. 

“Why not? Ten of the most prominent 
Miamians I knew were on the board of 
directors.” Donn recalled. “Quite a little 
later. I learned that not one of the 10 
owned any stock in the track. The people 
who did own it felt that the landscaping

was the last thing that had to be paid for. 

“IT simply could not get my money. I 
did not foreclose. Instead, I went in and 
participated in the management and 
eventually (9 years later) got all the 
money owing. 

“T was a simple little guy, then. I 
didn’t know about all that bootlegging 
money behind the track. 

“But one thing I did decide: if those 
people could run a race track. I could 
too.” 

In 1943, Donn took over the shambles 
of Gulfstream Park, in Hallandale. and 
determinedly transformed it into a beau- 
tiful race track, and, more importantly, 
into a highly solvent one. 

Jimmy and his son Jimmy Jr., Gulf- 
stream vice president, have been at the 
track about every day this summer, over- 
seeing a $750.000 addition to the club

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house. the building of a new 7-furlong 
chute (eliminating 614-furlong races), and 
the laying of asphalt and a new drainage 
installation in the barn area. 

The elder Donn had just returned from 
his annual tour of northern tracks — 
Aqueduct. Delaware. and Monmouth. The 
purpose of these trips is both business 
and pleasure—seeing old friends and 
looking for new ideas. 

He did not find the “Big A” too big — 
a complaint that has been voiced by other 
visitors. 

“No, I didn’t think Aqueduct was im- 
personal,” he said. “You get a feeling 
of vastness in the box area on week-days, 
but they have the facilities ready for the 
big days. You can see the races very well. 


“I! didn’t pick up too many ideas this 
time. One thing I want to put in here, 
though, that they have at Aqueduct, is an 
odds-board that can be seen by people 
standing in line at the mutuel windows. 
This is the minor sort of addition that 
means very much to the players.” 

Donn feels that the major problem faced 
by Florida tracks is to improve the brand 
of horses which race here. 

“That can be done only through in- 
creased purse distribution; and you in- 
crease the purses only by increasing your 
mutuel play. 

“That goes especially for good allow- 
ance horses. It isn’t fair that they should 
have to race for practically the same 
purse as $3,000 claimers. 

“If you put too much money in stakes, 
you lose your sense of balance. It isn’t 
the Bold Rulers who make racing — it is 
the thousands of rank-and-file horses.” 

Donn referred to the new 7-furlong 
chute as something “merely necessary for 
a well designed track. Now we have all 
the required distances, and I am sure the 
horse players will like it better than the 
61% furlongs.” Room was made for the 
new chute by re-routing a road that leads 
to the stable area. 

It is a bit early to make predictions 
for the 1960-61 Florida season, but Donn 
is optimistic. Last year both Hialeah and 
Gulfstream Parks reached all-time highs 
in mutuel play. 

“Given the same fine weather we had 
last year. I would say yes, that we will 
do as well as a year ago. 

“Personally, I would be quite content if 
we just equal last year. If we are a little 
eff, that would be all right, too.” 

Donn believes that the Butazolidin con- 
troversy is entirely within the province 
of the racing commissions. horsemen, and 
veterinarians. 

“I don’t see that the track management 
has any say in the matter,” he said. “But 
I do have an opinion: 

“Anything that relieves pain—in man 
or animal — is not something that should 
be ruled against.

Keeneland, 
and Florida will eventually improve our breeding, and conse- 
quently the best bloodlines in America will be found in our 
future colts and fillies. 

The new scientific approach to breeding and improvements 
made in the breeding farms are already producing outstanding 
individuals which some day will be able to compete with the 
best in the States. 

Horses in Puerto Rico are classified in 2 distinct cate- 
gories: imported and native-bred. We have a 7-race program. 
wherein 3 races are allotted to imported horses (animals 
brought from outside of Puerto Rico) and 4 for native-bred. 
This method of racing was introduced over 30 years ago. due 
to the fact that the native-bred was a very small and inferior 
animal. compared to the imported horse. and could not compete 
in any way with the imported one. However. this will eventually 
have to be changed because. first. we are producing excellent 
horses whose performances are better than the equivalent 
imported horse (specially in the 2- and 3-year-old categories), 
and second. our increased rate of production will force us to 
either race with the imported horses or establish another race 
for native-breds in our racing program. 

This difficult problem will have to be solved by our 
racing commission: otherwise. the breeders will be forced to 
curtail their breeding operations to a considerable degree. 

Since the first breeding farm was established by Antonio 
R. Matos (father our our present president of PRTBA) in 
1927. the only way to purchase yearlings was by private con- 
tract between the seller and the buyer. With Finney’s advice, 
we will establish next year an auction sale of 70 selected year- 
lings. These will be chosen by Finney when he returns to 
Puerto Rico next February. 

This will be our first venture in public auction sales. We 
must bear in mind that the racing potentials of our yearlings 
are limited to only one track. so that the number of prospective 
buyers is consequently smaller than in other countries. Our 
native-breds must be proved in competition with state-side 
horses: otherwise. we will be forced to curtail operations at our 
breeding farms. However, nothing will stop us in our plan to 
breed better and more competent horses so that in the future 
we will be able to send our products to compete with those 
in the States.

Off-Track Profits 


According to Sir Alan Potter, chairman 
of the Australian Jockey Club, more than 
£560 million was bet on races at Sydney's 
4 major courses during 1959-60 (our year 
ends on July 31). Of that amount course 
bookmakers handled £50 million, the tote 
£10 million; the other £500 million was 
handled by illegal starting price book- 
makers who pay no tax. 

Potter stated that off-course bookies 
handle 7 to 10 times as much as course 
bookies and the tote, and he thought it 
was high time that the state government 
followed Victoria’s example in legalizing 
off-course betting to tap this source. 

Last season the state government re- 
ceived £830.000 in tote tax, bookmakers’ 
turnover tax. licenses. ete., but the 
A. J. C.. which staged the races to produce 
this taxation. was able to show a profit of 
only £10,000.
